On  February  11,  a  quiet  demonstration  of  Glengarry  students  present 
their  grievances  to  the  Ontario  Minister  of  Colleges  and  Universi- 
ties, at  Carleton  to  officially  open  the  MacOdrum  Library  expansion. 


Glengarrians  clamored  for 
change  this  year,  calling  for  re- 
novations to  improve  the  sealed- 
building's  air  quality  and  living 
space. 

In  December,  RRRA  commis- 
sions Dr.  Douglas  Walkinshaw 
to  test  the  building  for  carbon 
dioxide,  airborne  chemicals, 
dust,  mites  and  fungus. 

The  report  by  Walkinshaw's 
firm,  Indoor  Air  Technologies 
Inc.  of  Ottawa,  recommends 
that  the  "dirty"  building  have 
windows  that  open,  the  carpets 
be  removed,  and  the  winter  air 
be  humidified  to  alleviate  the 
chronic  health  problems  and  dis- 
comfort plaguing  residents. 

In  January,  the  building's  pop- 
ulation of  648  is  reduced  to  422 
when  a  mass  exodus  of  students 
anxious  to  escape  Glencatraz 
move  into  Stormont-Dundas. 

In  February,  students  plead 
with  President  Robin  Farquhar 
to  act  humanely  and  implement 
the  Glengarry  recommenda- 
tions. 


During  Orientation  Week,  an  elevator  with  26  students  crowded  into 
it  breaks  down  and  holds  them  trapped  for  close  to  an  hour.  Ambu- 
lances take  three  to  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital,  fire  department  para- 
medics treat  others  on-site  for  hyperventilation. 

Death  Vator  out  of  service  leaving  only  two  elevators  operational 
all  year  -  barely!  since  both  were  frequently  under  repair. 

The  new  $150,000  electronic-door  security  system  installed  last  sum- 
mer proves  to  be  a  complete  waste  of  money  and  helps  turn  the 
22-year-old  house  into  Glencatraz.

All  students  living  on  campus  (1448  this  year)  at  Carleton  University  are  members  of  the  Rideau  River 
Residence  Association,  Inc.  The  purpose  of  RRRA  (pronounced  "raw")  is  to  serve  Residence  students  by 
voicing  their  interests  in  the  operation  of  the  community,  the  improvement  of  the  Residence  environment 
and  the  overall  quality  of  Residence  life. 

With  a  budget  of  close  to  $850,000  annually,  RRRA  operates  a  licensed  bar  (The  Bree's  Inn),  convenience 
store  (Abstentions),  video  and  pinball  games  arcade,  twice-monthly  newspaper  (the  Resin),  yearbook  (The 
Resolution),  ski  club,  tutorial  service,  typing  pool,  resume  and  photocopying  services.  The  Residence  As- 
sociation also  programs  concerts,  speaking  engagements,  and  a  range  of  social  activities  and  special  events. 
In  providing  these  services,  RRRA  employs  more  than  100  Residence  students. 

RRRA  is  financed  by  a  fee  ($40)  paid  by  all  students  living  in  residence,  as  well  as  by  profits  obtained  from 
its  many  operations. 

A  four-member  executive  team,  assisted  by  a  number  of  managers,  assistant  managers,  and  special  co- 
ordinators and  the  100  staff,  manage  the  Association's  business  and  social  activities.  The  executive  and 
a  34-member  Council  of  Floor  Representatives  oversee  the  Association's  political  and  legal  affairs,  repre- 
senting Residence  students  before  the  various  official  bodies  governing  the  University. 

The  RRRA  Council  consists  of  a  President,  who  is  elected  in  the  winter  to  take  office  for  a  one-year  term 
commencing  May  1st  and  ending  April  30th,  a  Chairperson,  and  34  Floor  Representatives  elected  by  their 
fellow  floor-mates  on  every  floor  in  Residence.  In  addition,  a  number  of  executive  and  managerial  positions 
are  appointed  by  council  hiring  committees. 

The  RRRA  Executive  consists  of  the  President,  Vice  President,  Entertainment  Programmer,  and  the  Gen- 
eral Manager.  The  Vice  President  is  recommended  to  the  Council  by  the  President.  Traditionally,  the  VP 
campaigns  as  a  "conditional"  running  mate  with  the  presidential  nominee  during  elections.  The  Entertain- 
ment Programmer  and  General  Manager  are  selected  by  RRRA  committees  and  ratified  by  Council.  The 
President  is  the  only  member  of  the  executive  who  has  a  vote  on  Council. 

The  Rideau  River  Residence  Association  was  incorporated  on  October  23,  1976,  marking  the  beginning  of 
a  new  era  in  student  residence  government  at  Carleton  University.  One  of  only  a  few  such  associations 
in  Canada,  RRRA  provides  the  Residence  students  with  an  autonomous  and  independent  organization  for 
the  promotion  of  their  needs  and  interests. 

Previously,  the  Carleton  University  Residence  Assocation  (CURA),  which  replaced  the  Men's  Residence 
Association  (MR A)  and  the  Women's  Residence  Association  (WRA)  in  1969,  established  the  first  unified 
system  of  student  residence  government.  CURA  may  have  remained  the  title  of  the  political  and  social 
organization  representing  the  student  community  had  the  university  authorities  not  wished  to  place  a 
lengthy  list  of  restrictions  on  the  commercial  and  financial  activities  of  the  Residence  Association  if  it  was 
to  operate  under  the  university's  name.  Because  an  earlier  (unrelated)  student  group  had  used  the  university's 
name  in  its  title,  then  hit  the  university  with  a  bankruptcy,  the  university  was  reluctant  to  have  another 
group  use  its  name. 

The  work  of  John  Chenworth  (1975-76  CURA  President)  and  his  successor,  Mike  Saucier  (the  last  CURA 
President),  helped  bring  about  the  united  and  independent  form  of  student  residence  government  (RRRA) 
now  in  its  fourteenth  year  of  operation.
